It has big business, it has small 
business.

Civil Defense 


Civil defense, in East Alton, is 
not a plan of government to be used 
to replace that which already ex= 
ists; but it is a plan of action 
whereby the village officials and 
the citizens, themselves, assume 
more responsibility and different 
activities toward attempting to 
Save as many lives as possible 
should ever a ‘fall-out’ occur. The 
Mayor is still the Mayor and the 


Council still the Council. The Pom 


lice Chief is the Civil Defense 
Police Chief and his Police are 
the Civil Defense Police. Likewise 
the Fire Chief and his Firemen 
are the Civil Defense Firemen and 
the Street Commissioner with his 
men are responsible for the street 
cleaning operations, . 

East Alton has three public shele 
ters, Blair School, Lincoln School, 
and the Olin Residence, which can 
take care of 1,800 people, and 
each shelter has a two-weeks’ 
supply of food and medical sup= 
plies on hand, Managers and as= 
sistants are to be trained in April 
or May to handle these shelters, 
Stopping there would only build up 
to panic and riot. Good deep base= 
ments do afford a high degree of 
safety, as safe as do the public 
shelters, This could only be done 
properly, by a house-to-house sur» 
vey, which meant that a lot of work 
was in the process of being start~ 
ed. About 90% of the area has 
been surveyed, and 80% of the 
people contacted. A questionairre 
is filled out to get the names of 
those who live in the house, their 
blood types, their occupations, 
special skills, health, and the re» 
sults of an ree of their 
basement should they have one, If 
they have a good bag$ement, they 
are instructed how to use it and 
told how many people could live in 
the basement three days or more. 
They are then given a set of in= 
structions on ‘*What To Do When 
The “Fall-Out Comes’, These 
are fully explained, and twenty 
minutes or more have elapsed, 
which means that this survey while 
valuable is a slow tedious task, 

Victory Gardens and a par’ 
Maryland Park will complete the 
survey except for those houses, 
visited three, four or five times, 
and no door was open. Knowing how 
the people of East Alton work it 
is going to be hard to catch ev= 
eryone at home, but the effort 
will continue to do so, Enough 
home shelters have been found to 
take care of everybody. Only six 
people have refused to co-operate 
and most have expressed their 
pleasure in having a plan of action 
available. 


Communications by telephone 
and by radio are on twenty-four 
hour shifts, so any warnings sent 
out will be received at any time 
of day or night. There are a 
large number of people who have 
had first-aid training but several 
more are needed as there should 
be at least one in every home 
shelter. More monitors or read= 
ers of radiological instruments 
are needed, A class is being traine 
ed on Saturday, May 8, atthe Com~= 
munity Building Recreation Cen#= 
ter, on Third Street. The class 
Starts at 8 a.m. and closes at

General funds, $901.48; from special funds, $6,653.53; Water 
Revenue Operating Account, $327.84; Water Revenue Reserve Account, 
$1,795; Water meter Refund account, $606.13; East Alton storm sewer 
bond account, $511.94; Municipal Employees Retirement fund, $99.78; 
Police Pension Fund, $2,215.42; Firemen’s Pension Fund, $1,667.54; 
East Alton Sewage Treatment Plant Construction Account, $9,367.83 
(total earnings since the bonds were sold is $23,228.37); East Alton 
Sewage Treatment Plant Bond account, $575.91, and Community Build- 
ing $373.11 for the grand total of $25,095.51. 

This record like all others is on file in the office of Village 
Treasurer, Margaret Pruitt and available everyday for public inspec= 
tion and verification, 

The recently annexed industrial property which boosts the as- 


. sessed property valuation in excess of $57,400,000 will decrease the 


taxes of Village residents, 

East Alton’s 7,640 residents will pay .637 per $100 assessed 
valuation, The 11,694 residents of Wood River with an assessed 
valuation of $54,248,016 will pay 75¢ per $100 this year. 

In addition to the difference, Wood River must pay $2.50 a month for 
garbage collection which is added to the water bill and an additional 
charge for a Sewer tap. Neighboring Alton has a wheel tax, parking 
metets and a sewer tax, East Alton has none of these,

The following story is a reprint from a pictorial pamphlet published 
in 1904 by the Chicago and Alton Railway which showed the most dis- 
astrous flood conditions in the history of that company. In 1903, 
railway was the only expedient means of transportation. Trains arriving 
in Alton from the north with full capacity passengers and freight where 
stopped at the Alton Dept. Basically it was the pictorial story of the 
cooperation of the thriving packet boats and the railroad to solve this 
commuter and freight problem. During the three week existence of 
the 1903 flood from May 3lst to June 18th, when all south bound trains 
were stranded, The booklet contained more than 60 photos. These are 
the ones of the Alton area, 


a 


The high water at Kansas City madeits first appearance 
in the 12th Street yard, May 3lst. The work of getting cars 
and engines to neighboring points of safety began at once, 
and met with more or less success, but the water rose 
so rapidly (about one foot an hour) that ten passenger 
and baggage cars, 700 freight cars and two engines were 
caught in the flood. Fortunately, the water did not go com- 
pletely over the roofs of this equipment, the high-water 
mark ranging from the car floors to within one foot of 
the roofs of equipment left in the lowest places. Asa 
result, only a small number of cars were derailed, but 
the yardmasters’, the car inspectors’ offices and plat- 
forms were floated away or badly damaged. 

In the Kansas City freight house the water began to creep 
over the floor, May 31st, at noon, and by 3:45 the same 
afternoon over three feet of water covered the floor. Em- 
ployes left the freight house on a raft at 4:00 p.m., May 
31st. 

The high water came over the floor of the Kansas City 
Union Depot at 11:30 A.M., May 3lst, and at 9:00 P.M.,, 
same day, there was six feet of water over the floor. One 
of the illustrations on another page, gives a better idea 
of this condition than many words. Passenger traffic into 
and out of Kansas City Union Depot was suspended from 
May 3lst to June 9th, the C.&A running the first train 
into the Union Depot, local passenger train No. 61 from 
Slater, Mo., June 9th, 1903. 

At Kansas City the highest point reached by the Mis- 
souri River was 35 feet, Sunday night, May 31st, but the 
principal damage was caused by the Kaw River, which 
rose eight feet higher than the highest stage of the Mis- 
souri.

These three points may be covered as one, for the flood 
practically covered the entire right of way between these 
points. The City of Alton, Illinois, therefore became the 
railway terminus and starting point for passengers en- 
route to and from St. Louis, and this condition existed 
from Sunday, June 7th, to Friday, June 19th, 1903. 

The principal trouble was at East St. Louis, where, 
on Friday afternoon, June 5th, the water was reported 
dangerous. Extra freight equipment was started to points 
of safety, but Saturday, June 6th, prophesy was generally 
made that the railroad property had little to fear. The 
falsity of this prediction was apparent when Sunday morn-

The arrangement with the Eagle Packet Company proved 
an exceptionally satisfactory one. The boats were placed 
in charge of C,&A, representatives, who accompanied 
each boat on each trip during the entire flood period and 
looked after the comfort and convenience of all passen- 
gers. 

At Alton the transfer between the boat and the train 
was made without the slightest inconvenience to the pas- 
sengers, for the water in the Mississippi rose to such 
a height that the boats threw their gang planks right onto 
the railway station platform within six feet of the trains. 

The landing at St. Louis, a floating dock house, conven- 
iently adjusted itself to the varying heights of the water. 

The Mississippi had overflowed its banks and the back 
water, extending for miles beyond the usual confines of West Broadway in Downtown Alton, 
the Father of Waters, presented a truly magnificient spec- 
tacle. As the boats passed the point where the Missouri 
flows into the Mississippi, new and great interest was 
awakened, and again when the boats, with lowered stacks 
and watchful look-outs, passed under the Merchants and 
Eads bridges, barely having room to clear, all on board 
cheered with the crowds of spectators who crowded the 
bridges and approaches. While the trip on the boat had 
these pleasurable, novel and exciting features, the devas- 
tation and suffering wrought by the flood was always in 
evidence, But upon the whole, the diversity from the old, 
established rail route was distinctly welcome; so muchso, 
in fact, that since the flood many requests have been 
received to continue the boat service to the extent of giv- 
ing passengers via “The Only Way’? the option of jour- 
neying between Alton and St, Louis by rail or boat. 


The volume of baggage, mail, express, milk, etc., was 
simply enormous, as for days at a time the Alton route 
was the only one in operation, and the C. & A, and the 
Eagle Packet Company handled not only their own traf- 
fic, but the traffic of other railway lines which were de- 
touring their trains via Alton. The casual observer who 
saw those surging crowds of excited, hurrying passengers;

The close observer noted the practiced methods which 
prevailed; how long years of experience in steamboating, 
the loading of miscellaneous cargoes, fitted into the flood 
conditions, and resulted in maintaining a service credit.

The Eagle Packet Company, whose roomy and hand- 
somely equipped river packets were placed at the ser- 
vice of the Chicago & Alton Railway during the two weeks 
of the flood, is the oldest steamboat line operating from 

St. Louis. It was founded in 1861 by Captain William Ley- 

he, its President and Captain Henry Leyhe, its General 

Manager. Its first boat was named the “Young Eagle,’’ 

and its builders were the captains themselves, who cut, 

hauled and sawed the timber of which it was construc. 
ted. For tiller ropes these enterprising young boat-build- 
ers used the bed-cords of their mother’s bed. The first 
boat was built on the wharf at Warsaw MIll., was 14 feet

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wide and 80 feet long, and ran between Warsaw and Alex- 
andria and Keokuk, 

In 1865 the business of the company had so prospered 
that a second boat, the Gray Eagle, was built, also at 
Warsaw, and added to the service. A third boat, the 
first Spread Eagle, was built in 1872, for the trade be- 
tween Keokuk and Louisiana. 

In 1874, the company removed to St. Louis, since which 
time it has enjoyed continuous and increasing prosperity, 
until to-day it is operating four magnificient steamers 
and building a fifth, which will be the largest and finest 
of all. The names of the four are the ‘Spread Eagle’? 
(the fourth of her name), the ‘‘Bald Eagle,’? the ‘‘Grey 
Eagle’? and the ‘*Cape Girardeau.’’? The two former were 
the boats that did such heroic service during the big flood, 
the Spread Eagle, under the command of Capt. Wm. Leyhe, 
carrying over 24,000-passengers between St. Louis and Al- 
ton, without accident delay or inconvenience, and to 
the general satisfaction of all. The Bald Eagle, which was 
commanded by Capt., Harry Leyhe, made a close sec- 
ond.

This little history of the flood of 1903 would be incom. 
plete, did it not contain unstinted praise for Mr, Russel 
EK, Gardner of St. Louis Mo, Mr. Gardner, who is presi- 
dent and principal owner of the Banner Buggy Co., a suc. 
cessful, profit-sharing institution, also owns the private 
yacht ‘‘Annie Russell,’’ the prettiest craft afloat on the 
Mississippi.
